1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a system for producing an object comprising a fluid 
medium with solid reinforcing material, support means, translational means joined to the 
support means, stimulation means for altering the physical state of the fluid medium, at 
least two acoustic transducer arrays, comprising of a plurality of transducers, in the fluid 
medium and an acoustic controller joined to the transducer arrays to control the 
transducer elements and the acoustic field by beamforming acoustic radiation from the 
transducer elements. 

The closest prior art Jacobs, Ueno and Bishop fails to teach the at least two 
transducer arrays, comprising of a plurality of transducers, and acoustic controller that 
affect the reinforcing material in the fluid medium.
